sengers bar* been hurt, the company 
has been able to send at once to the 
scene of any trouble a perfectly fitted 
car, wherein all the appliances needed 
by the surgeon for caring for the in- 
jured were at hand. 


The car that has been in use as an 


experiment is merely an ordinary day 
«oa«b, from which the seats have been 
taken. The car has been divided into 
an- operating room and a room wherein 
eight beds, all ready for patients, are 
disposed along the two sides of the 
center aisle. This arrangement will be 
followed out in the new cars about to 
be built, but with important modifica- 
tions and improvements. 


In the first place, the new cars will 


be mere stoutly built and hung upon 
easier springs,, so that in transit the 
patients will feel the minimum jar and 
jolt The doors ot each end of the new 
car will be sufficiently wide to permit 
.beds to be carried through them. In 
Addition to these end doors there are 
also doors on either side of the oper- 
ating rooms, which fold on double 
hinges and through which a stretcher 
or a bed can be passed with ease. 


Three-fourths of the length of the 


car is taken up by two rows of beds, 
four being in each row. The beds are 
single iron- bedsteads, having a fine" 
steel spring, 'ft mattress, a rubber sheet 
and abore that the regular bedding ac- 
cording to the season of the year. The 
coverlets are white and neat and the 
blankets are gray army blankets that 
are light and yet warm. 
Each bed 


stands on four low boxes that raise it 
a bit from the floor. Other boxes of 
different heights are provided, so that 
the bed in- case of necessity may be 
raised two feet or less above its regu- 
lar height. The walls of the car are 
•white enamel, the iron, beds are white 


. and the ceiling a soft gray. 


The. operating room is amply large to 


care for patients who require the most 
delicate, operations. It is about four- 
teen feet long and the full width of the 
car. There are four doors, one on every 
aide, so that an injured person may be 
carried intfe'the room from any direc- 
tion. The doors are wide enough to per- 
mit a bed1 being carried in from the 
hospital, or a stretcher may be passed 
in through one of the side doors and 
the 'patient laid on the glass and white 
enamel operating chair. 


In one corner of the room Is a wash- 


Stand which has its own special tank 
of absolutely pure water. This water 
Is 'distilled and changed frequently so 
that it may -always be fresh and ready 
for use. 
Beside it, on a stand, is the 


sterilizing machine to cleanse the in- 
struments. 
When not in use it is 


covered with a soft rubber shield. 
' In another corner of the operating 
room stands the surgeons' closet, which 
Is kept always ready stocked with in- 
struments and appliances for the use 
of injured persons. 


•Some months ago the surgeon who 


has charge of the car while it stands 
Jn tbf freight yard at Jersey City felt 
sure that every appliance was properly 
in its place. 
Then came a slight 


wreck, and several persons were in- 
jured. When it came to dressing the 
wounds the first cry was for safety 
pins. There was not one in the closet 
It was the only thing that had been 
overlooked, and the very nest day a 
large assortment of safety pins was 
placed upon the shelves, so that when 
the ne'rt wreck occurs all will be in 
readiness. 


Along the walls of the car are a doz- 


en folding stretchers, tanks containing 
orygen, axes and saws with which to 
liberate persons pinned under wreck- 
age, crutches and splints and even 
easy folding chairs of canvas for pa- 
tients to sit on while waiting their turn 
at the hands of the surgeon. 


On each of the four walls of the 


operating room is a list of the surgeons 
who are to be called in cases of emer- 
gency. This list comprises every sec- 
tion of the- road through its entire 
length. 
The name of the doctor or 


surgeon, his town address, his street 
number, and, if he has a phone, his 
telephone number too. There is not a 
section of, ten miles along the road 
where doctors are not practically un- 
der the orders of the railroad. 


The orders are that as soon as a 


wreck or accident is heard of the doc- 
tors In that vicinity are notified at once, 
and the car is taken from its siding 
Jn the freight yard at Jersey City and 
drawn by a special engine at once to 
the point ot need. 


The car has :i separate short siding 


in the center of the freight yards, and 
no other car is ever placed in front 
of it 
No matter how congested the 


tracks may be, an engine can^ahvays 
reach the hospital car and whisk it 
away to wreck or accident without a 
moment's delay. 
It is now proposed 


to build ' a number of these cars and 
place them at various points along 
tbs whole length of the road.

For Allurluc Breakfasts 


on Summer Days. 


In summer days the veranda should 


constitute a continuous "living room," 
and here may be presented at times, if 
not permanently, the family breakfast, 
luncheon and 5 o'clock tea. 


When the children's appetites begin 


to lag, as often happens during the 
Bummer, the distressed mother will 
find gratifying results through offering 
• dainty* alluring refection on the 
home porch, advises the New Idea 
Magazine. 


Suggestions for breakfast on. the ve- 


randa in summer days may be made 
as follows: Fruits — berries, apricots, 
melons, pears, peaches, grapes, varying 
these frequently; cereals of light char- 
acter, cooked and uncooked, dispensing 
with oatmeal until colder weather. 


The chafing dish may be brought into 


service in presenting such features as 
stewed kidney; tripe, creamed or a la 
lyonnaise; smoked beef, creamed or 
with scrambled eggs; minced ham on 
toast, creamed codfish, scrambled eggs 
and tomatoes, eggs in various forms 
and omelets of ham, parsley and rice. 


Water cress should become a staple 


accompaniment to this season's break- 
fast; crisp radishes and cucumbers 
may be served too. "Popovers," light 
breakfast muffins, breads, toast of en- 
tire wheat bread, etc., should be pre- 
sented. 


Where the breakfast does not include 


meat, the following formula will give a 
nutritious, inviting, satisfying feature: 
Make a batter as follows: Mix a table- 
spoonful of butter with half a cupful 
of soft boiled rice; and the yolks of 
two eggs, well beaten, and a cupful 
of milk; sift in next half a cupful of 
flour, a tablespoonful of yellow corn- 
meal and a very scant teaspoonful of 
baking powder. Add a dash of salt to 
the whites of two eggs and beat to a 
stiff froth. Fold this in quickly and 
lightly to the remainder of the mix- 
ture. Pour into small layer cake pans 
and bake in a hot oven until a golden 
brown, which will take from twelve to 
fifteen minutes. Remove one of the 
layers to the serving plate, bottom side 
up. Butter well over the entire sur- 
face. 
Place another layer over this 


and butter generously as you would 
spread jelly on a layer cake. The top. 
layer is to be placed top side up and 
also well buttered. 
Cover all with a

Toothsome DiBhes WItli Corn. 


A toothsome baked corn pudding calls 


for one quart of scraped corn pulp, 
four eggs, three tablespoonfuls of flour, 
one pint of milk, one teaspoonful of 
salt, one-third of a teaspoonful of pep- 
per and one heaping tablespoonful of 
butter. It is baked in a moderate oven 
until set in the center. The same com- 
pound, without the flour and milk, may 
be used as a filling for tomato and 
pepper shells, says Table Talk. The 
old Indian name of succotash at once 
reminds us of tender little lima beans 
and corn pulp cooked together. Some 
cooks like to add to this a slice or two 
of salt pork or fat bacon, but this addi- 
tion is better applied to the dried or 
canned article than when brought in 
fresh from the truck or kitchen garden. 
When left over on the cob it may be 
cut off, highly seasoned with salt and 
pepper, mixed with a white sauce, 
turned into a dish, covered with but- 
tered crumbs and baked as a scallop, 
or the corn and sauce, after ten min- 
utes of slow cooking, can be poured 
over dipped toast. Again the cut corn 
can be mixed with an equal quantity 
of thick batter made with flour, milk, 
baking powder and one or two eggs 
and cooked as fritters. 
Where un- 


cooked pulp is used for this dish very 
little milk will be needed, especially if 
the corn is young and juicy. 


Uege Artillery Intended For the Re- 


daction of Port Arthur Were on the 
Transport Hitachi, Say* a Traveler 
Prom Japan—Frenchmen In Japan 
Suspected of Spying For Runulu. 


Information was recently brought by 


a prominent business man of Kobe, 
Japan, who was a passenger on the 
Blt-uiuer Moiigoha, \\uiuii um\ed at 
Honolulu from the orient, that the 
sinking of five Japanese transports by 
the Vladivostok squadron was a more 
terrible blow for Japan than has been 
reported, as the big siege guns intended 
for use against Port Arthur were sent 
to the bottom. Also that Japan is not 
disposed to think that the capture and 
destruction of the transports were ac- 
cidental, but attributes the presence of 
the Russian cruisers in the right spot 
to the work of spies, says a special cor- 
respondent of the Philadelphia Press. 


This gentleman, who does not want 


his name mentioned, as he returns to 
Japan in a few weeks, said: 


"In Japan everybody thought the 


Vladivostok squadron was bottled up 
and that the Russian squadron at Port 
Arthur had been annihilated. Suddenly 
the Vladivostok squadron sinks Japan's 
finest transports. The Port Arthur 
squadron, which was supposed to be at 
the bottom of the sea, makes "a sortie. 
The effect of the news was tremendous 
in Japanese cities. Cablegrams were 
received the same day from London 
financial houses to their agents in Kobe 
to hold fast to their money and be 
chary about making further loans. Both 
foreign and Japanese bankers tighten- 
ed up and credit was greatly restricted. 
I found the same effect had been pro- 
duced in Yokohama. 
The Japanese 


transport service was for the time de- 
moralized. 


"It was reported that some treasure 


was lost. But the great loss to Japan 
was from the fact that her great siege 
guns, destined to demolish the fort- 
resses at Port Arthur, were sunk with 
the transport Hitachi (Hidachi). Be- 
sides the siege guns there were on 
board a number of wide gauge locomo- 
tives to be used on the Port Arthur- 
Mukden railroad after Port Arthur had 
fallen. 


"Then, too, the Japanese authorities 


are asking themselves, How could the 
Vladivostok squadron be informed of 
the transport movements and in which 
transport were stored the war material 
of the greatest danger to the beleagured 
Russians at Port Arthur? If they knew 
when to strike and sink siege guns, 
will they not know as surely the pro- 
jected movements? These are the far 
reaching effects of the raid from Vlad- 
ivostok. 
* "The Japanese authorities suspect the 
French of furnishing Russia with the 
detailed information of her movements. 
There are many Frenchmen in Kobe 
and Yokohoma, and it is easily possible 
for spies to be among them."

Jefferson, 
in writing of It to a friend, said, "It is 
a document in proof that I am a real 
Christian—that is to say. a disciple of 
the doctrines of Jesus."

THE GUATEMALAN ANTS 


Habits of Boll Weevil's Enemy 


Being Studied. 


SEVERAL 
TACTS 
DEEERMDIED. 


Only Attacked When Ther 


Imported Colonies Are Multi- 


Rapidly— Texan Aut.s Killed 


fcy Farelsn Variety— Plan to KntnJ>- 
li«B Colonies Near Victoria, Tex. 


There is a pi-cat demand for the 


Gt&temalan ants from the cotton plant- 
ersaf Texas, but the government ento- 
mologists-are to keep the imported col- 


of itbe season and through the winter 
to (see what their habits sire, says a 
dispatch from Houston to the St. Louis 
Glebe-Democrat. 


The ants are in the government lah- 


orftfory at Victoria under the direc- 
tiou of Dr. Hunter, in charge of that 
branch of the government work in. 
Texas; Entomologist Cook, who brought 
the- insects from Guatemala, and Pro- 
fessor Lowton, curator of the civic 
museum of Philadelphia, who is at 
present engaged in the government 
work in Texas. 


The ants were brought into Texas in 


bottles, the heart of the nest with the 
queen cell having been carefully in- 
cased and Guatemalan dirt placed in 
the jar. The colonies have multiplied 
greatly since the nuts were put in the 
bottles, and Entomologist Cook arrived 
•with about 0,000 healthy specimens, di- 
yided into eighty -nine colonies. 


Several facts have already been de- 


termined in the experiments which are 
being conducted. 
It has been found 


that the ants will not seek the -weevil, 
but that when they run across a mov- 
ing insect they will at once attack. The 
•weevil plays possum, and so long us it 
stays perfectly still the ants crawl over 
and-around'it -without any attempt at 
molestation. When a weevil moves it 
is at once seized and an effort made to 
force back its head that the ant may 
get its stint? on Ihe exposed flesh of the 
neck, the armor of the weevil protect- 
ing its body elsewhere. If one ant is 
not sufficiently strong for this work it 
Is assisted by a fellow, there appearing 
to be perfect harmony between them 
and an understanding as to how to 


k together. So far no weevil has 


been found to escape when once at- 
tacked. 
! There being a fear that perhaps the 
Imported *irrt would not be able to hold 
its own against the native red ants, 
•which are generally considered as be- 
ing vicious, a number of them were 
procured and placed in a nest of the 
Guatemalans. The result was ascer- 
tained trithin a very few seconds, the 
Texans being wiped out and put in 
storage as food. 
Inasmuch as 
the 


Texas ants are generally regarded as a 
nuisance by the farmer, the Guate- 
malans may prove a relief from them 
as well as from the weevils. 


It has 'been further ascertained that 


the ants frequent the cotton plants for 
the nectar thereof. They appear to be 
very fond of this secretion and so are 
the boll weevils. The ants swarm over 
the cotton plant and attack the weevil 
as quickly as found, seeming to prefer 
the insect food to the nectar. 


It is proposed to establish colonies 


of the ants on the farm near Victoria 
controlled by the government for ex- 
perimental purposes. 
The plan is to 


inclose a space about twelve feet 
square and to establish a colony at 
each corner thereof. 
The nests now 


contained in. the bottles will be taken 
therefrom and set in the ground, it 
being the hope that the ants will at 
once resume their normal habits and 
go to housekeeping without loss of 
time.. -Thick stakes and sheets of tin 
•will be sunk into the ground to such 
depth as will make it as certain as 
may -be that the ants cannot burrow 
'beneath them, and the tin will be ex- 
tended upward to the stockade. Here 
they will be fed on cotton plants with- 
in the inclosure, so that the ants may 
fee at liberty to attack them without 
•having the task forced upon them- The 
•study of the habits of the insects will 
be maintained at all times and an ac- 
curate log kept. They will be observed 
at night as well as by day to determine 
iheir nocturnal habits. 
j It is expected that they will hibernate 
'during the winter, as do the native va- 
rieties, but the latter have some bad 
habits which will be looked for in the 
.visitors. Arrangements will be made 
to so construct at least one of the colo- 
nies that a portion of its interior may 
be observed from time to time. 


There will be nothing further done 


about the injunction asked by Ross 
Clark. Dr. Hunter has given his per- 
sonal pledge that there shall be no 
liberation of the ants until it has been 
definitely determined that there is no 
danger of their becoming a pest, and as 
that was the sole point in Mr. Clark's 
contention he tests satisfied. 
, A large number of applications air 
already on file from cotton planter: 
asking for colonies of the ants and 
agreeing to take them on any condition 
that may be imposed by the govern 
ment. _

Experience 


[Original.] 


Talk of the battlefield, the horror of 


lying out at night slowly bleeding to 
death! I have been through it. Nev- 
ertheless I once had a worse experi- 
ence. 
I came out of the Spanish- 


American \rar alive, which is saying a 
great deal, recovered iny health, then 
went to work as clerk in a mercantile 
house. 


One morning I vent up into the loft 


to hunt for some goods that had been 
Stored there. Iii the center of the loft, 
•which was open from end to end and 
side to side, stood a hu?e tnnk tbroush 
which flowed the water that supplied 
the building. 
I mounted a platform 


on which it stood raid looked down on 
the water, the surface being some five 
feet below the top. Floating about 
was a toy boat—how it came there I 
don't know—and it occurred to me to 
take it home to my little boy. It was 
In the center of the tank, and instead 
of getting something with which to 
draw it nearer I leaned over and reach- 
ed for it. I lost my balance and fell in. 


I found the water to be up to my 


chest, but noticed a mark which indi- 
cated that the overflow point was 
about two feet above my head. Next 
I noticed that the water was running 
In faster than it was running out. Had 
I known how to swim or float I would 
have had only to wait till it came up to 
high water mark, when I could have 
readied the edge of the tank and pulled 
myself out. But I was helpless in water 
over my head. 
Therefore when the 


surface reached a point above rny 
breathing 
apparatus 1 would 
be 


drowned. 


Now, when I was bleeding my life 


away on that battlefield I soon became 
unconscious, and that Vas the end of 
mental or physical suffering for the 
time at least, for the ambulance corps 
came along and took me in. But in the 
tank I had my full faculties—that is, 
for appreciation of my horrible situa- 
tion. Had I been cool I miaht have hit 
on an expedient for saving myself, but 
as it was it only occurred to me to 
shout for heip. I might as well have 
shouted on the inside of a hermetically 
sealed boiler. There was no one on the 
floor, and even if the sound could have 
got out of the tank it could not have 
reached the floor below, which was 
shut off by a trapdoor. 


It occurred to me to make some way 


for the water to escape as fast as it 
flowed in. I put by hand in my pocket 
to get out my knife, with which to cut 
a hole just below the surface. Luckily 
it was there. I opened the only blade 
and hacked away. The tank was of 
pine, and I made progress. I had cut a 
hole the size of. my little finger when 
the blade snapped. The outflow reduced 
the speed of the rise, making it ex- 
tremely slow. I dived several times, 
hoping to recover the lost blade, but 
failed signally. I made a water mark 
on the side of the tank and found that 
the water was rising, according to my 
uncertain estimate, but about an inch 
an hour.

chin. I was completely unnerved. In 
battle I had commanded my company 
and was so intent upon keeping my 
men up to their work that I felt no 
fear whatever.

The most dreadful 
sensation I experienced was from the 
inclosure—those horrible sides of the 
tank that held me in. Now that I was 
obliged to hold my face upward I 
could look at the joists and roof above, 
and it was better than looking at my 
little prison. But it was all dreadful. 


I had seen rats drowned in such man- 


ner and remembered their 
frightful 


leaps—leaps from water that furnished 
little resistance. The water rose above 
my mouth and nose when I stood on 
tiptoe, and I began to make spasmodic 
leaps. It was remarkable how far I 
could rise above the surface, but the 
farther I rose the worse it was for me 
on the return. 


Still there was no Sound. 
Fancy 


made me hear people hurrying up to re- 
lease me, but I could not stop to listen. 
I must struggle on till unconsciousness 
came to end my sufferings. There was 
a buzzing in my ears, a tingling in my 
finger tips, while I danced a dance of 
death on my toes on the bottom of the 
tank. 


Then suddenly something happened. 


I felt a current catch my toe, and in a 
twinkling it was sucked into a hole. 


Was it life or quicker death? In a 


second I saw that it was quicker death. 
My toe had stopped the outflow of 
water, and it would now rise rapidly. 
But, bark! The first stroke of a city 
clock! I counted twelve strokes. There 
was a ray of hope. The clerks all went 
to lunch at that hour, and many of 
them washed their hands before going. 
They would notice that the flow of 
water had been stopped.

homes in rural communities. The first 
thought of those who buy low priced 
homes in the country is to make their 
purchase move attractive. It is to give 
suggestions 
along this line that a 


writer in the Ladies' World submits 
the following: 


A simple treatment of country houses 


is always best, even where one's purse 
is not limited. Too many have the idea 
that beautifying a country place calls 
for all the bay windows, dormer win- 
dows and gables it is possible to stick 
upon the house. This is often followed 
by a painter with an assortment of 
paints, all "loud" in color—raw reds, 
glaring yellows, harsh greens, and 1 
have even seen black used in an at- 
tempt to adorn a country house. 


It may be said right here that for a 


house that is surrounded by green trees 
and green fields there has been found 
no color yet which greatly surpasses 
the old fashioned white walls and 
green blinds. 


The color of a country place, how- 


ever, is dependent in no small measure 
upon the character of the house and 
the immediate surroundings. A house 
shingled all over may well be given 
one of the soft stains that come pre- 
pared for shingled walls and roofs. A 
very attractive color scheme in such a 
case is dun (a soft brown) for the 
walls, moss green for. the roof and 
'ivory white trimmings.

The 


bare little house is one often seen in 
the country, and, while it may be home- 
like with shrubs and flowers about it, 
it needs some remodeling to make it 
both attractive and convenient as a 
place of abode. 


No great expense has transformed 


the place as shown in the sketch of the 
remodeled house. 
The artistic roof 


window has greatly 
improved the 


chambers. 
The slightly curving roof 


breaks up the stillness of the old 
house, while the double windows let in 
light and sunshine. 
The veranda in 


front can have a cobblestone front and 
a vine covered end. An open veranda 
may be built in the rear. 


A great deal can be done with nat- 


ural surroundings. If there are plenty 
of stones about, as there usually are, 
cobblestone work can be used to good 
effect in numerous places. 
If an old 


stone wall now extends along in front 
of the place do not disturb it. 
Where 


the driveway passes through the wall 
erect two cobblestone piers, letting the 
wall come up and make a union with 
these. Granite caps can be placed up- 
on these entrance posts, or at much less 
expense one can make caps of cement 
and sand that will look nearly as well 
as granite. If the wall is laid up with 
flat stones, these being more common 
than the rounded cobblestones in some 
localities, the plan shown in tl>e illus- 
tration can be followed.

All new schemes, whether sug- 
gested by outsiders or initiated within 
the institution, go to Mr. Rogers. 
If 


good enough to run the gantlet of his 
tremendously high standard, the pro- 
moter, after he has set forth his plans 
and estimates, hears with astonish- 
ment these words: 


" 'Wait until I go upstairs. I'll say 


yes or no upon my return.' 


"And upon his return it is almost al- 


ways 'ye.s.' 
If the project, however, 


does not come up to his exacting re- 
quirements it is turned down without 
further ado or consultation with any 
of his associates." 


''Going upstairs," Mr. Lawson as- 


serts, means consulting with William 
Rockefeller, who passes upon the finan- 
cial value of the scheme, agrees to fur- 
nish the money or turns it down. 


Mr. Lawson says also that every man 


who does business for the Standard Oil 
company must wear its collar. This 
yoke is a code of rules, and the penal- 
ty for infringement is instant removal. 


Mr. Lawsou declares that there are 


only three men who can leud the name 
"Standard Oil" even in the most re- 
mote way to any project, for there is 
no more heinous crime in the StHJul- 
ard Oil decalogue than using the name 
"Standard Oil" without authority. He 
declares that these three men are Hen- 
ry H. Rogers, William Rockefeller and 
John D. Rockefeller.
